Wh RHEAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  Tor  the  future  administration  oT 
various  moneys,  properties  and  gifts  received  in  Bengal  from  the  public 
during  the  late  war,  for  the  purpose  of  medical  and  other  aid  to  sick  and 
wounded  and  for  comforts  to  troops  and  oLher  purposes,  and  now  held  by 
or  in  trust  for  "The  Lady  Carmichael's  Bengal  Women's  War  Fund  and 
'Our  Day1  Fund  (Bengal  Branch)”; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  constitute  a Bengal  Provincial  Branch 
of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  to  continue  and  extend  the  work  carried 
on  during  the  war  by  “The  Lady  Carmichael's  Bengal  Women’s  War  Fund 
and  ‘Our  Day1  Fund  (Bengal  Branch)"; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: — 

1-  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  (Bengal  Short  tiiic. 
Branch)  Act,  1 920.

2,  There  shall  be  consliiuied  in  *[Wesi  Bengal]  by  this  Act  a society 
known  as  the  Bengal  Provincial  Branch  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society

4.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  their  appointment,  the  first 
members  of  the  Society  shall,  at  a meeting  lo  be  summoned  by  the : [State 
Government]  oPfWcsi  Bengal]  and  held  for  that  purpose,  appoint  persons 
from  among  themselves  to  he  the  first  members  of  the  Managing  Body.

15.  (1)  l[At^very  general  meeLing]  of  the  Society,  whelhcr  annual  or 

extraodinary,  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by  votes  of  ihc  members  of  the 
Society  present,  taken  by  show  of  hands. 

(2)  Incase  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  person  presiding  al  the  meeting 
shall  have  a casting  vote. 


CHAPTER  IV 

Managing  Body. 

16.  The  Managing  Body  shall  every  year,  at  the  first  meel  held  after 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  elect  from  among  themselves  a 
Vice-Chairman,  who  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  shall  conduct  the 
duties  of  the  Chairman  and  exercise  his  power 

17.  An  ordinary  meeting  of  ihc  Managing  Body  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  a quarter  at  such  time  and  at  such  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Chairman.  At  the  meeting  held  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  (he  annual 
budget  of  [he  Society  shah  be  dealt  with. 

18.  An  extraodinary  meeting  of  the  Managing  Body  may  he  called  at 
any  Lime  by  the  Chairman. 

19.  Upon  a requisition  in  writing  made  by  any  three  members  of  the 
Managing  Body,  the  Chairman  shall  call  an  extraodinary  meeting. 

20.  Seven  days’  clear  nodee  of  any  meeting  of  the  Managing  Body, 
specifying  the  place,  day  and  hour  of  the  meeting  and  the  general  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted,  shall  be  given  to  every  member  of  the 
Managing  Body,  by  notice  sent  by  post;  provided  thaL  Lhc  accidental 
omission  to  give  such  notice  to  any  of  the  members  shall  not  invalidate  any 
resolution  passed  at  such  meeting.

2J.  At  meetings  of  the  Managing  Body  three  members  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

22.  If  no  quorum  is  present  within  ten  minutes  of  the  time  fixed  for  a 
meeting  of  the  Managing  Body,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  for  one 
week  to  the  same  time  and  place.  At  such  adjourned  meeting  the  business 
for  which  the  meeting  was  called  may  be  transacted,  whether  a quorum  is 
present  or  nol. 

23.  I n the  c vent  o f an  equality  of  votes  at  any  mccti  ng  of  the  Managing 
Body,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a casting  vole. 

24.  (f ) The  Managing  Body  may,  subject  to  Lhe  provisions  of  the  Act, 
exercise  a! l such  powers  and  do  atl  such  things  as  may  be  exercised  ordone 
by  the  Society,  except  in  so  far  as  express  provision  is  made  otherwise  by 
these  rules. 

(2)  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  provisions  of  sub-rule 
( 1),  the  Managing  Body  shall  have  the  power — 

(a)  lo  acquire  whether  by  purchase  or  lease  any  immovable 
property; 

(b)  to  sell  „ lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  immovable  property 
vested  in  the  Society  on  such  terms  as  the  Managing  Body  may 
consider  beneficial  to  the  Society;  and 

(c)  to  invest  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  from  lime  to  lime  as  they 
may  ihinlc  expedient  lo  change  such  investments. 

25*  The  seal  of  Lhe  Society  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  instrument 
except  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  Managing  Body  and  at  least  two 
members  of  the  Managing  Body  shall  sign  every  instrument  to  which  the 
seal  is  affixed. 

26.  (1)  The  Managing  Body  shall  appoint  the  Director  and  the 
General  Secretary. 

(2)  All  other  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the  Chairman,  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  Managing  Body. 

27.  The  Managing  Body  shall  have  power  to  make  standing  orders 
rcgulaLing  its  own  procedure,  the  procedure  of  Committees  appointed  by 
it.  and  Lhe  duties  of  the  Officers  of  the  Socieiy. 

28*  The  Managing  Body  may,  from  lime  to  time,  appoint  one  or  more 
members  of  lhe  Society  to  represent  the  Socieiy  at  meetings  of  the  Indian 
Red  Cross  Society  or  lo  se rvc  on  Committees  convened  by  i hat  Society  for 
the  consideration  of  objects  which  concern  lhe  Society,  and  may  sanction 
all  reasonable  expenditure  for  such  purposes. 
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29 . The  Managing  Body  shall  pay  to  the  Managing  Body  of  the  Indian  Comribun^ 
Red  Cross  Society  towards  the  general  expenses  of  that  Society  10  per  Rcd  cros* 
cent,  of  all  subscriptions  or  consolidated  subscriptions  received  from  Socu:ly' 
members  and  associates,  subject  \o  the  limitation  that  the  amount  so 
payable  on  account  of  any  single  subscription  shall  not  exceed  Rs.  1,000. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  gifts  or  payments  other  than  subeription 
received  by  the  Society. 


CHAPTER  V 
Committees. 

30.  The  Managing  Body  shall  from  among  the  members  of  the  Appointment 
Society  annually  consLiLuLe  a Medical  CorrtmitLce,  consisting  of  such 
members  of  the  Society  as  it  may  determine  and  may,  in  its  discretion, 
constitute  such  oilier  Committees  with  such  powers  as  it  may  think 
necessary, 


3L  The  Medical  Committee  shall  advise  upon  all  technical  questions 
which  may  be  referred  to  it  either  by  the  Managing  Body  or  the  General 
Secretary.
